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NEBRASKA  STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOLS 

There  are  four  State  Normal  Schools  in  the  State  of 
Nebraska.  The  affairs  of  all  these  schools  are  administered 
by  the  same  State  Board  of  Education.  The  graduates  re- 
ceive the  same  grade  of  diplomas  and  certificates.  The 
schools  are  located  as  follows:  The  State  Normal  School 
of  Peru,  located  at  Peru,  Nebraska;  the  State  Normal 
School  of  Kearney,  located  at  Kearney,  Nebraska ;  the  State 
Normal  School  of  Wayne,  located  at  Wayne,  Nebraska ;  and, 
the  State  Normal  School  of  Chadron,  located  at  Chadron, 
Nebraska. 

HOW  TO  REACH  CHADRON 

Students  from  the  line  of  the  Northwestern  Railroad 
have  direct  train  connection  to  Chadron.  Students  from 
the  line  of  the  Burlington  in  western  Nebraska  will  take  the 
train  which  reaches  Crawford  about  3 :00  in  the  afternoon. 
A  train  leaves  Crawford  about  5:00,  reaching  Chadron  at 
6:00  p.  m. ;  hence,  students  from  any  portion  of  western 
Nebraska  may  make  a  daylight  journey  to  Chadron  with 
practically  no  delay.

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TUITION  FREE 

One  great  factor  that  has  contributed  toward  the 
growth  and  popularity  of  the  normal  schools  is  that  tuition 
is  free.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  state  board  of  education  to 
make  the  normal  schools  in  fact  what  they  are  in  theory 
"THE  FREE  SCHOOLS  FOR  THE  TRAINING  OF 
TEACHERS."  For  this  purpose  the  only  fee  required  is  a 
matriculation  fee  of  $5.00,  which  is  paid  by  the  student  but 
once  and  which  entitles  him  to  the  privileges  of  the  normal 
school  for  life.  Every  dollar  of  this  matriculation  fee  is 
invested  in  library  books,  to  which  the  student  has  free 
access.  Thus  he  receives  in  return  a  direct  benefit  from 
this  fee. 


TEXTBOOKS  RENTED 

Students  may  rent  all  needed  textbooks  from  the 
school.  A  deposit  of  $3.00  is  required.  Two  dollars  of  this 
is  returned  to  the  students  upon  the  return  to  the  school 
of  the  textbooks. 


WHEN  TO  ENTER 

Prospective  students  should  note  the  calendar  given  on 
page  3  and  make  their  plans  to  enter  on  the  first  day  of 
the  semester  or  summer  school.  If  a  student  is  unable  to 
enter  at  this  time  he  should  arrange  to  enter  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  quarter.  It  has  been  a  matter  of  common  ob- 
servance that  students  who  make  a  practice  of  entering  a 
few  days  late  are  usually  those  who  exhibit  poorer  work 
while  they  are  in  school.  Not  only  is  the  student  himself 
inconvenienced  and  placed  at  a  disadvantage  by  entering  at 
irregular  times,  but  the  inconvenience  extends  to  his  fellow 
classmates,  to  the  faculty  members  and  the  office  force  of 
the  normal. 
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CLASSIFICATION  OF  STUDENTS 

Students  in  the  state  normal  schools  are  classified  as 
Preparatory,  Secondary  and  Collegiate. 

Preparatory  Students  are  of  two  classes : 

(a)  Those  who  are  doing  ninth  and  tenth  grade  work 
in  the  model  high  school. 

(b)  Mature  students  who  have  completed  the  work  in 
their  own  school  are  admitted,  by  a  special  provision  of  the 
Nebraska  statutes,  into  the  normal  schools  as  Special  Pre- 
paratories. These  students  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years 
of  age  and  must  be  regularly  matriculated. 

Secondary  students  include  all  who  are  doing  work  of  a 
rank  corresponding  to  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  grades  in 
the  public  high  schools  of  the  state.  The  state  laws  provide 
that  a  student  may  enter  the  normal  school  either  upon 
completion  of  two  years  of  high  school  work  or  upon  receiv- 
ing a  second  grade  county  certificate.  (Entrance  on  this 
basis  admits  to  the  Freshman  class  of  the  normal  school.) 

Collegiate  students  include  all  those  who  have  complet- 
ed the  equivalent  of  thirty  credit  points  of  secondary  school 
work.  This  is  the  equivalent  of  completion  of  a  four  year 
high  school  course.  It  also  includes  students  who  are  doing 
work  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Education. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

A  candidate  for  admission  to  the  freshman  class  of  the 
normal  school  proper  must  present  fifteen  credit  points  re- 
presenting the  equivalent  of  two  full  years  of  high  school 
work,  or  he  may  be  admitted  upon  the  presentation  of  a 
second  grade  county  certificate.  The  state  normal  maintains 
a  training  high  school  in  which  regular  high  school  subjects 
are  taught  and  students  admitted  to  either  the  ninth  or 
tenth  grades.  Applications  for  admission  should  be  sent  in 
early  in  order  to  insure  admission  to  the  training  high 
school  as  only  a  limited  number  can  be  accommodated. 
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Entrance  to  Trainer's  Course 

(Completion  of  this  course  requires  scholarship  equivalent 
to  a  four  year  high  school  course.) 

The  trainer's  course,  which  is  in  reality  a  course  for 
rural  teachers,  requires  that  the  candidate  present  a  mini- 
mum of  twenty-two  credit  points,  which  is  the  equivalent  of 
three  years  work  beyond  the  eighth  grade.  This  course 
may  be  completed  in  one  year.  (Absolute  minimum  of 
twenty-four  weeks.)  Graduates  from  this  course  receive 
the  elementary  state  certificate  which  is  good  for  a  period 
of  three  years  in  the  state  of  Nebraska. 

Entrance  to  Advanced  Courses 

(Graduation  equivalent  to  two  years  above  a  twelfth  grade 
high  school  course.) 

The  candidate  for  admission  to  the  Junior  year  of  any 
college  group  of  studies  must  present  thirty  credit  points 
representing  four  years  high  school  work.  This  require- 
ment for  entering  studies  of  collegiate  rank  is  the  same  as 
the  requirements  for  admission  to  the  freshman  year  at 
the  University  of  Nebraska  in  the  College  of  Sciences, 
Literature  and  Arts.  The  following  subjects  are  absolute 
requirements  for  entrance: 

POINTS 

Algebra   (through  logarithms),  1  year,  5  hours  a  week 2 

Rhetoric  and  Literature,  2  years,  5  hours  a  week 4 

Geometry  (planed,  1  year,  5  hours  a  week 2 

History  (European),  1  year  5  hours  a  week 2 

Language  (at  least  two  years  of  one),2  years,  5  hours  a  week 4 

Optional  subjects — 15  points  in  addition  to  the  above  required  subjects 

The  following  is  the  standard  course  of  study  for  the 
regular  advanced  course.  Completion  of  this  course  will 
entitle  the  student  to  the  first  grade  state  certificate  and 
also  to  the  city  state  certificate,  providing,  that  in  the 
selection  of  electives  the  special  requirements  for  city  ,  j\ 
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tificates  are  met.  The  different  normal  schools  reserve  the 
right  to  re-arrange,  by  semesters,  the  required  subjects  in 
order  to  suit  local  conveniences.  The  required  work,  how- 
ever, is  identical  in  the  four  normal  schools.  Each  normal 
school  also  provides  a  course  of  study  such  as  is  found  in 
the  standard  high  schools  of  the  state  for  those  who  enter 
the  freshman  year.  This  course  must  be  taken  by  all  stu- 
dents who  enter  as  freshmen,  unless  permitted  by  the  presi- 
dent of  the  school  to  make  substitutions.

SPECIAL  REQUIREMENTS 

All  candidates  for  graduation  from  any  of  the  advanc- 
ed courses  in  the  selection  of  electives,  shall  be  required  to 
take  at  least  five  hours  in  English  and  ten  hours  in  each  of 
two  other  subjects.  They  will  also  be  required  to  take  the 
following  drill  subjects:  Public  school  music,  2  hours; 
physical  training,  2  hours ;  drawing,  1  hour.  They  must  also 
have  all  the  grades  required  for  a  first  grade  county 
certificate. 

CREDIT  FOR  ACTUAL  ACCOMPLISHMENT 

Equivalents — The  following  system  of  time  credits  was 

adopted  by  the    state    board  of    education  in    order  that 

teachers  of  successful  experience  who  have  pursued  lines 

^tudy  while  teaching,  or  who  have  taken  work  in  absentia

or  in  non-accredited  schools,  might  receive  due  credit  for 
the  time  required  to  complete  such  studies.  The  rigid  re- 
quirement of  a  minimum  grade  of  80  per  cent,  under  the 
uniform  state  examination,  will  prevent  the  unworthy  from 
receiving  benefits  from  this  ruling. 

Work  in  non-accredited  schools — Students  who  have 
studied  in  non-accredited  institutions,  and  afterwards  pass 
a  creditable  examination  in  secondary  subjects  under  the 
uniform  state  examination  shall  be  given  credit  for  four 
weeks  attendance  for  each  credit  point  earned.  In  such 
subjects  as  are  not  included  in  uniform  examination  the 
examination  may  be  given  by  heads  of  departments  grant- 
ing accreditment.  A  credit  point  is  defined  as  one  full  study 
carried  for  one  semester  five  periods  each  week.  No  credit 
shall  be  given  for  time  on  subjects  taken  in  examination  if 
credit  is  already  given  for  attendance,  etc. 

In  absentia — Students  taking  work  in  absentia  under 
the  regular  instructors  of  the  school  shall  be  given  four 
weeks  attendance  for  each  credit  point  earned. 

For  teaching  experience — For  teachers  experience  two 
weeks  time  credit  may  be  given  for  each  year  of  successful 
experience  in  teaching  or  in  supervisory  work,  provided  that 
in  no  instance  shall  more  than  sixteen  weeks  credit  on  at- 
tendance be  given  for  such  experience.  The  regular  nine 
months*  term  shall  be  cnosidered  as  the  standard,  but  eight 
months  may  be  considered  as  one  year  in  case  the  applicant 
for  time  accreditment  has  taught  in  schools  providing  less 
than  nine  months  in  each  year. 

OTHER  COURSES  OFFERED 

There  are  many  special  courses  of  study  offered  in  the 
state  normal  school,  many  of  them  special  supervisory 
courses  which  lead  not  only  to  the  first  grade  state  certifi- 
cate but  also  to  the  special  supervisor's  diploma.  Some  of 
these  courses  are :  Commerce,  home  economics,  kindergar- 
ten, manual  training,  oral  expression,    agriculture,    public 
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school  music.  It  is  suggested  that  the  student  read  the 
catalogs  of  the  school  which  he  prefers  to  attend  in  order 
that  he  may  acquaint  himself  with  the  courses  offered  in 
that  school. 

SUMMER  SCHOOL 

The  state  normal  summer  schools  have  become  the 
greatest  training  agency  in  the  state  of  Nebraska  for  the 
improvement  of  teachers  in  service.  In  many  respects  the 
summer  school  is  the  most  important  eight  weeks  of  the 
whole  year.  Many  teachers  who  cannot  spend  a  full  year  in 
the  normal  at  one  time,  find  in  the  summer  term  an  oppor- 
tunity for  advancement  during  a  time  that  their  own  schools 
are  not  in  session.  Many  teachers  earn  each  summer  two 
points  credit  on  the  regular  courses  leading  to  the  profes- 
sional life  certificates ;  others  come  to  review  the  common 
branches  preparatory  to  taking  the  state  examination  for 
some  grade  of  county  certificate;  some  take  advantage  of 
the  many  special  courses  offered  in  the  normal  school  which 
lead  to  the  supervisor's  certificate;  while  many  high  school 
teachers,  principals,  and  superintendents  come  to  take 
courses  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Education.  In 
arranging  the  summer  school  schedules,  special  attention 
has  been  given  to  the  requirements  of  the  new  law  on  city 
certificates.  This  accounts  for  the  increasingly  large  num- 
ber of  city  teachers  who  attend  the  state  normal  summer 
school. 

THE  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

The  training  school  is  the  foundation  upon  which  all 
normal  schools  rest.  Too  much  importance  cannot  be  at- 
tached to  this  department  of  the  normal.  Here  it  is  that 
untrained  teachers  receive  their  training  under  critic 
teachers  who  know  what  real  teaching  is.  These  give  to 
the  student-teachers  suggestions  and  assistance  that  will 
materially  benefit  them,  not  only  in  the  training  school  but 
after  they  begin  the  real  work  in  the  public  schools. 
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THE  PRACTICE  OF  TEACHING 

The  Art  of  Teaching  is  learned : 

1.  By  a  study  of  the  principles  and  methods  of  teach- 
ing. 

2.  By  the  observation  of  good  teaching. 

3.  By  the  practice  of  teaching  under  careful  super- 
vision. 

As  students  will  imitate  the  methods  they  know,  a  sys- 
tematic course  of  observation  lessons  on  the  work  done  in 
the  Model  School  is  arranged  for  those  student  teachers. 
The  lessons  are  carefully  graded,  the  students  being  taught 
what  to  observe  and  how  to  observe.  This  teaching  is  done 
by  the  directing  teachers  and  not  only  furinshes  model  les- 
sons for  students  to  observe,  but  keeps  the  children  and 
their  work  from  suffering  as  often  results  when  all  the 
teaching  is  done  by  student  teachers. 

The  practice  of  teaching  in  a  Model  School  is  an  indis- 
pensable part  of  the  professional  course.  The  study  of  the 
principles  of  teaching  and  observation  of  correct  methods 
must  be  supplemented  by  actual  practice  under  careful  su- 
pervision to  attain  skill  and  art. 

The  senior  class  practices  in  the  Model  School  during 
the  entire  school  year.  Their  classes  are  changed  when  ne- 
cessary so  that  they  have  an  opportunity  to  give  instruction 
in  the  different  elementary  branches  to  work  with  all  grades 
of  pupils,  and  to  be  under  the  direction  of  different  teachers. 

Each  practice  teacher  prepares  outlines  and  daily  plans. 
The  preparation  for  the  outline  secures  the  attention  to  sub- 
ject matter  which  is  so  essential  to  good  teaching.  The  daily 
plan  consists  of  two  main  parts,  purpose  and  method.  The 
purpose  states  briefly  and  clearly  the  thing  to  be  undertaken. 
This  usually  amounts  to  giving  as  much  of  the  subject  out- 
line in  use  as  can  probably  be  covered  in  a  single  recitation 
period.  The  method  gives  a  brief  and  general  account  of 
how  the  day's  recitation  is  to  be  conducted.    The  subject  out- 
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line  must  be  approved  before  the  practice  teacher  takes 
charge  of  her  class,  and  the  daily  plan  must  be  approved  by 
the  directing  teacher  in  charge  before  the  lesson  is  present- 
ed. When  possible,  not  more  than  two  practice  teachers  are 
assigned  to  the  same  class  of  children.  The  work  is  divided 
between  practice  and  observation  and  work  observed  is  that 
of  a  directing  teacher.  This  gives  the  student  a  chance  to 
see  the  work  of  a  first  class  teacher.  It  gives  the  directing 
teacher  the  very  best  means  of  criticising  in  a  positive  way 
the  faults  of  the  practice  teacher.  The  written  observations 
of  the  practice  teacher  give  the  directing  teacher  and  super- 
visor a  good  opportunity  for  determining  the  practice 
teacher's  power  to  see  the  vital  things  in  a  recitation  and  to 
state  them  clearly.  These  are  all  brought  out  during  the 
conference  periods  following  the  obervation.  This  work  is 
under  the  constant  supervision  of  the  superintendent  of  the 
Model  School  and  his  assistants.  The  President  of  the 
School  inspects  the  work  of  the  Model  School  frequently, 
and  all  work  towards  one  and  the  same  end,  that  of  making 
skilled  teachers  of  our  students. 


RURAL  TEACHER'S  COURSE 

The  Chadron  State  Normal  has  organized  a  rural 
teachers  course.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  develop 
leaders  for  rural  education.  Emphasis  in  the  course  is  put 
on  preparing  for  teaching  rather  than  in  preparing  for  ex- 
amination. A  definite  course,  leading,  upon  graduation,  to 
a  life  rural  state  certificate  is  having  a  marked  effect  in  en- 
couraging students  to  register  in  this  coures  with  the  view 
of  continuing  their  preparation  until  they  have  completed 
the  course.  This  course  is  two  years  in  length,  based  on  a 
two  year  high  school  course,  not  long  enough  to  be  econom- 
ically discouraging  but  long  enough  to  permit  considerable 
time  to  be  spent  in  professional  instruction. 
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RURAL  DEMONSTRATION  SCHOOLS 
Organization  and  Aims 

These  schools  have  been  organized  as  Demonstration 
Schools  of  the  Chadron  State  Normal  and  support  for  their 
supervision  has  been  provided  by  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation for  two  reasons:  First  that  in  them  as  working 
laboratories  there  may  be  worked  out,  to  some  logical  con- 
clusion, some  of  the  pressing  problems  of  rural  education  in 
Nebraska;  and  second  that  they  might  be  used  as  training 
schools  for  the  new  type  of  rural  teacher,  through  whose 
efforts,  combined  with  the  support  of  enthusiastic  communi- 
ties, the  problems  of  rural  education  may  be  solved. 


RURAL  TEACHERS  READY  TO  START  TO  DEMONSTRATION 

SCHOOL 


The  Demonstration  Schools  bear  the  same  relation  to 
the  communities  in  which  they  are  situated  that  they  have 
always  borne.    They  are  under  the  control  of  the  regularly 
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elected  board  and  have  the  ordinary  legal  relations  to  the 
county  superintendent  and  other  school  officers.  The  county 
superintendent  is  co-operating  with  the  Normal  School  in 
every  possible  way  to  make  the  work  a  success.  The  Normal 
School  enjoys  only  an  advisory  relation  to  the  schools,  a  re- 
lation based  upon  mutual  agreement  and  terminable  upon 
notice  from  either  party.  The  Normal  School  nominates  for 
election  by  the  boards  and  pays  a  small  share  of  the  teachers" 
salaries  and  in  return  is  granted  the  right  to  supervise  their 
work. 


ONCE  THROUGH  THE  FIELD 


PROFESSIONAL  INSTRUCTION 

The  instruction  given  in  the  professional  classes  in 
the  rural  teachers  course  deals  with  rural  life  conditions 
and  problems  of  rural  education  growing  out  of  them.  It 
is  given  by  members  of  the  regular  faculty  who  are  in  con- 
stant contact  with  actual  Nebraska  rural  school  conditions 
and  by  those  who  are  directing  the  rural  demonstration 
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schools.  These  demonstration  schools  serve  as  working 
laboratories  in  which  the  difficult  problems  of  rural  educa- 
tion are  attacked.  The  professional  instruction  given  in  the 
class  room  is  based  on  the  results  obtained  in  these  labora- 
tories.

OBSERVING  EXPERT  TEACHING 

One  of  the  most  important  phases  of  the  professional 
instruction  in  the  rural  teachers  course,  consists  of  observ- 
ing expert  teachers  at  work  in  the  grades  of  the  Training 
School.  The  members  of  the  observation  class  then  discuss 
under  the  direction  of  the  conductor  in  charge,  and  later 
under  the  director  of  rural  education,  the  teaching  they 
have  seen  done  in  a  particular  subject  and  grade.  (It  is 
worth  mentioning  that  these  Directors  in  the  Training 
School  have  all  lived  in  the  country  and  taught  school  in 
the  country  and  know  rural  conditions.)  A  careful  analysis 
is  made  of  the  methods  of  instructioin  used  and  the  results 
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obtained.  How  the  good  things  observed  in  the  recitation 
and  seat  work  can  best  be  fitted  into  the  days  work  in  a  rural 
school  is  thoroughly  discussed.  Attention  is  called  to  the 
planning  of  the  lesson,  the  skillful  presentation  of  its  differ- 
ent phases  by  the  teacher,  devices  used  that  are  effective 
with  pupils  of  the  age  of  those  observed,  how  the  teacher 
makes  the  recitation  interesting  to  the  class  and  how  she 
stirs  up  sufficient  interest  to  carry  her  pupils  into  the  study 
of  the  next  day's  work  by  the  way  she  assigns  the  lesson. 
Attention  is  called  to  those  points  in  the  recitation  or  study 
which  presents  the  greatest  difficulties  in  the  rural  school, 
and  suggestions  are  made  as  to  the  most  effective  means 
of  dealing  with  them  under  rural  school  conditions.  Special 
attention  is  given  to  the  observation  of  well  taught  reading 
classes  from  the  first  grade  up.  Phonic  language,  and  spell- 
ing as  correlated  with  reading  come  in  for  a  good  share  of 
attention,  numbers,  arithmetic,  geography,  history,  in  fact 
all  the  subjects  required  to  be  taught  in  a  rural  school,  have 
their  share  of  attention  from  the  observation  class.

Each  candidate  for  graduation  from  the  rural  teachers 
course  teaches  one  month  in  the  rural  demonstration 
schools  as  assistant  to  the  regular  teacher.  While  teaching 
in  the  demonstration  school  the  students  miss  their  classes 
in  the  normal  school,  but  they  are  generally  able  to  make 
up  the  other  work.  The  whole  faculty  so  thoroughly  believe 
in  this  work  that  extra  assistance  is  given  the  students. 
The  rural  demonstration  school  and  practice  teaching  is 
best  in  the  open  country,  where  the  right  environment  for 
such  teaching  can  only  be  found.  The  student  lives  in  the 
country  during  this  month  and  takes  an  active  part  in  the

affairs  of  the  school  and  in  the  activities  of  the  district. 
This  gives  the  teacher  in  training  an  excellent  opportunity 
to  mingle  with  the  people  of  the  community  and  study 
country  life  conditions  at  close  range.  Thus  the  teacher  in 
training  learns  the  means  used  to  meet  the  problems  of  the 
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rural  school,  by  observing  the  work  of  the  regular  teacher 
and  the  supervisor  in  charge.  The  student  teachers  are 
taught  the  activities  that  can  best  be  utilized  to  improve 
and  develop  rural  children  physically  and  socially.  It  is 
well  to  emphasize  here  that  the  new  type  of  rural  school, 
if  it  shall  hope  for  leadership  in  the  rural  community  must 
be  a  real  laboratory  equipped  to  root  the  course  of  study  to 
the  soil,  and  adapted  to  social  center  uses.  The  student 
teacher  gets  this  point  through  practice. 

The  work  assigned  to  the  teacher  in  training  is  such 
that  it  includes  the  teaching  of  one  class  at  least  in  each 
division  of  the  school  and  one  class  in  each  subject  taught 
in  the  school.  Thus  an  all  round  training  is  possible  and 
an  opportunity  is  given  to  discover  the  strong  points  of  the 
teacher  and  correct  the  weak  ones.  Graduation  from  the 
rural  courae  is  conditional  on  showing  satisfactory  pro- 
ficiency as  a  teacher  in  the  rural  demonstration  school. 

ENTRANCE  REQUIREMENT 

The  minimum  entrance  requirement  to  the  rural 
teachers  course  is  the  completion  of  the  tenth  grade  high 
school  subjects  or  their  equivalents.  Students  having  only 
the  minimum  qualifications  for  entrance  will  require  two 
years  to  complete  the  course.  Students  with  better  prepar- 
ation can  complete  the  course  in  less  time.  Teachers  hold- 
ing good  certificate  grades  may  use  a  part  of  these  grades 
in  place  of  taking  the  subjects  in  class  work. 

COMMUNITY  CENTER  MEETINGS 

The  movement  to  make  the  country  school  house  a 
social  center  of  rural  communities — a  sort  of  a  people's 
club,  extends  nation  wide.  While  the  work  of  the  Chadron 
State  Normal  has  primarily  to  do  with  the  betterment  of 
the  rural  school  as  such,  the  social  center  idea  is  fostered 
and  assistance  given.  Parents  join  with  their  children  in 
making  these  gatherings  of  both  a  social  and  educational 
nature.

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GENERAL  OUTLINE  OF  COURSES 

Department  of  Agriculture 

MR.  STOCKDALE 
MR.  CAMBURN 

I.  General:  This  course  is  for  beginners,  those  pre- 
paring for  the  state  examination,  and  the  work  is  intended 
to  give  such  knowledge  and  training  as  will  enable  the  stu- 
dent to  give  instruction  in  the  principles  of  the  subject  in 
the  rural  and  grade  schools.  The  instruction  is  intended  to 
increase  the  student's  interest  in  farm  life,  and  stimulate 
his  observation  of  the  common  things  about  him  in  their 
relation  to  life  upon  the  farm.  It  gives  such  knowledge  g  of 
the  principles  of  agriculture  as  will  lead  to  an  understand- 
ing of  the  relation  of  these  principles  to  the  common  facts 
of  the  farm.  A  regular  text  is  followed,  supplemented  by 
reference  work.  Five  hours  attendance.  Four  hours  lab- 
oratory, garden  and  field  work.  Five  hours  credit.  Each 
semester.    Summer  session.    Two  and  one-half  hours  credit. 

II.  Agronomy  and  Soils:  A  course  planned  primarily 
for  high  school  teachers.  A  study  of  field  crops  and  soils. 
Discussions  of  the  different  crops  grown  in  Nebraska,  special 
attention  being  given  to  methods  of  preparing  the  soil,  of 
seeding,  harvesting  and  storing.  Discussions  of  the  merits 
of  the  various  varieties  of  each  crop.  Actual  practice  in 
identifying  grades,  grading  and  judging  grains.  The  work 
in  soils  will  aim  to  cover  the  most  important  problems  of 
soil  cultivation.  A  study  of  soil  composition,  fertility,  physi- 
cal, condition,  and  the  principles  of  dry  farming  will  be  given 
careful  attention.  Five  hours  attendance.  Four  hours  lab- 
oratory and  field  work.  Five  hours  credit.  First  semester. 
Double  periods  for  summer  session  with  five  hours  credit. 

III.  Animal  Husbandry:  A  course  for  high  school 
teachers  and  for  students  who  want  more  than  Course  I 
gives.  A  brief  study  of  the  leading  breeds  of  farm  animals ; 
feeds  and  feeding;  dairying.  A  study  of  the  leading  dairy 
breeds  of  cattle  and  the  method  of  handling  milk  and  dairy 
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products  on  the  farm.    Five  hours  attendance.    Four  hours 
laboratory.    Two  and  one-half  hours  credit.    Third  quarter. 

IV.  Horticulture:  This  is  a  course  in  garden  and  or- 
chard crops  and  has  in  view  those  who  intend  to  teach  agri- 
culture in  the  high  schools.  The  course  will  aim  to  cover 
the  more  important  principles  of  gardening  and  fruit  grow- 
ing, methods  of  propagation,  orchard  tillage,  pruning  and 
spraying,  school  and  home  garden  and  their  management. 
Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  laboratory  and  field 
work.    Two  and  one-half  hours  credit.     Fourth  quarter. 

V.  Entomology  and  Ornithology:  A  course  that 
strengthens  Course  I  or  completes  a  year's  work  with 
Courses  II  and  III  or  IV  for  high  school  teachers.  A  study 
of  insects  affecting  agricultural  interests.  The  study  of 
birds  will  aim  to  show  the  important  place  they  hold  rela- 
tive to  the  farm.  Five  hours  attendance.  Four  hours  labor- 
atory and  field  work.  Two  and  one-half  hours  credit. 
Fourth  quarter.     Summer  session. 

BIOLOGY 

Physiology  and  Hygiene.  The  various  organs  of  the 
body  their  functions  are  considered  together.  The  order 
of  the  topics  is  as  follows:  Circulation,  respiration,  di- 
gestion, absorption,  excretion,  bones,  muscles,  the  nervous 
system,  special  senses  and  hygiene.  The  need  of  exercise, 
amount  of  exercise  and  the  best  forms  of  exercise  as  well  as 
proper  ventilation  will  be  discussed.  Text-Book:  Physiology 
and  Hygiene,  Walters. 

General  Botany.  A  study  of  plants  in  the  probable 
order  of  their  development,  beginning  with  the  lowest  and 
simplest  forms  and  ending  with  the  highest  types.  Thus 
the  algae,  mosses,  liverworts,  ferns  and  seedplants  are 
studied  with  the  idea  of  giving  the  student  a  general  view 
of  the  main  divisions  of  the  vegetable  kingdom  according  to 
their  natural  relationships.  With  the  higher  plants  com- 
parative studies  are  made  of  roots,  stems  and  buds,  leaves, 
flowers,  fruits  and  seeds  from  the  standpoint  of  their  mor- 
phology and  ecology. 
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COMMERCIAL  COURSE 

The  work  of  the  commercial  department  properly  begins 
with  the  Freshman  year.  Many  enter  who  do  not  expect  to 
teach  this  line  of  work,  but  wish  to  select  some  parts  of  it 
in  connection  with  other  work.  This  privilege  is  granted  to 
all  students  of  the  school  who  are  prepared  to  do  the  parti- 
cular work  so  selected.  The  completion  of  this  course  leads 
to  the  regular  normal  diploma,  also  to  a  professional  state 
certificate,  good  for  life  in  Nebraska.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  COMMERCE 

S.  J.  HARGIS,  Director 

Bookkeeping  I.  This  course  is  intended  to  fit  students 
to  keep  books  in  a  business  establishment  or  to  teach  the 
subject  in  high  school.  Special  stress  is  laid  upon  the  prin- 
ciples of  bookkeeping  and  a  large  amount  of  practice  work 
is  given.  First  semester.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five 
hours  credit. 

Bookkeeping  II.  Continuation  of  course  I.  Second 
semester.    Five  hours  attendance.    Five  hours  credit. 

Bookkeeping  III.  (Prerequisite:  Course  I  and  II,  or 
their  equivalent.)  This  is  an  advanced  course  in  bookkeep- 
ing, the  student  being  required  to  work  out  his  own  set  of 
books  independently  and  at  the  same  time  to  carry  on  a 
correspondence  course  with  students  in  other  schools.  In 
this  way  the  student  is  brought  face  to  face  with  practi- 
cal modern  business  methods.  As  soon  as  students  become 
proficient  enough  in  the  work  they  are  given  stated  periods 
in  which  they  have  charge  of  the  school  bank,  freight  office, 
wholesale  office,  etc.  First  semester.  Five  hours  attend- 
ance.   Five  hours  credit. 

Bookkeeping  IV.  Continuation  of  Course  III.  Office 
practice.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit.  Se- 
cond semester. 

Shorthand  I.  Isaac  Pitman  system  used.  The  first 
semester  is  devoted  largely  to  the  study  of  the  principles  of 
shorthand  with  special  stress  being  placed  upon  accuracy 
and  form.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit.  First 
semester. 

Shorthand  II.  Continuation  of  course  I.  Special  at- 
tention is  given  to  speed  practice  and  business  correspond- 
ence.   Second  semester. 

Shorthand  HI.  This  course  will  embrace  speed  prac- 
tice and  advanced  dictation.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five 
hours  credit.    First  semester. 

Penmanship.     The  Palmer  Method  is  used.    The  object 
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of  the  course  is  to  teach  the  student  to  write  a  rapid,  easy, 
and  legible  business  hand,  sufficient  theory  of  writing  be- 
ing given  to  enable  the  student  to  teach  the  subject  intelli- 
gently.   Second  semester. 

Orthography.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  diacriti- 
cal markings,  accent,  pronunciation,  etc.  Considerable  at- 
tention is  given  to  the  general  rules  of  spelling,  the  deriva- 
tion and  formation  of  words.  Five  hours  attendance. 
Five  hours  credit.    First  semester. 

Commercial  Law.  General  survey  of  laws  governing 
business  transactions.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  sub- 
ject of  contracts  in  its  various  relations.  Five  hours  at- 
tendance.   Five  hours  credit.    First  semester. 

Bookkeeping  V.  This  is  a  short  course  in  bookkeeping 
and  is  given  during  the  second  semester  for  the  benefit  of 
those  wishing  to  secure  the  elementary  certificate  by  county 
examination.  The  work  is  largely  theoretical;  sufficient 
journalizing  is  given  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the 
principles  of  bookkeeping.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five 
hours  credit.     Second  semester. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION 

MR.  STOCKDALE 

I.  History  of  Education :  A  short  course  showing  the 
growth  of  educational  aims  and  processes.  A  critical  study 
of  the  work  of  reformers  who  have  influenced  the  trend  of 
education.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit. 
One  semester. 

II.  Psychology:  The  regular  text-book  work  will  be 
supplemented  by  observations,  experiments,  reference  read- 
ings, reports  and  illustrations  drawn  from  school  work  and 
life  at  large.  The  educational  bearings  of  the  work  are 
kept  in  mind  throughout.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five 
hours  credit.    One  semester. 
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III.  Child  Study :  A  careful  study  of  child  nature  will 
be  made  and  the  mental  development  of  the  child  will  be 
traced  with  a  view  of  adapting  instruction  to  the  peculiari- 
ties of  the  learner.  The  work  consists  of  recitations,  occa- 
sional lectures,  reports  by  students  on  references  and  indi- 
vidual observations  they  have  made.  One  aim  is  to  acquaint 
students  with  the  most  important  established  facts  and 
principles  of  mental  and  physical  growth ;  to  enable  them  to 
recognize  types  and  individual  differences  among  children; 
to  teach  them  to  notice,  interpret,  and  deal  intelligently  with 
defects;  and  above  all,  to  cultivate  in  them  an  intelligent 
sympathy  with  children.  Emphasis  is  laid  upon  those 
phases  of  the  subject  which  are  most  closely  concerned  with 
actual  schoolroom  work.  Five  hours  attendance.  Two  and 
one-half  hours  credit.    Third  quarter.    Summer  term. 

IV.  Logic :  The  course  aims  to  give  training  in  clear, 
accurate  reasoning — the  subjects  relative  to  school  work 
being  emphasized.  Five  hours  attendance.  Two  and  one- 
half  hours  credit.    Fourth  quarter. 

V.  Theory  of  Education:  An  examination  of  peda- 
gogical principles  and  their  application  in  instruction.  Lec- 
tures and  reference  reading.  Two  hours  attendance.  Two 
hours  credit.    First  semester.    Senior  year. 

VI.  Theory  of  Education:  Course  V  continued. 
Thesis.  One  hour  attendance.  Two  hours  credit.  Second 
semester.    Senior  year.  ; 

VII.  School  Supervision :  A  practical  study  in  organi- 
zation and  management,  including  course  of  study,  classifi- 
cation of  pupils,  work  with  the  school  officers  and  the 
teacher's  relations  to  the  pupils,  work  with  the  school  offi- 
cers and  the  teacher's  relation  to  the  patrons  of  the  school. 
Two  hours  attendance.    Second  semester.    Summer  term. 

VIII.  Observation  and  Conference  Course:  Teacher's 
training  course.  Junior  year.  The  course  prepares  for  prac- 
tice teaching  and  involves  the  observation  and  critical  study 
of  the  teaching  process  as  exemplified  in  model  school,  with 
conferences  with  the  directing  teacher.       Three  periods  a 
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week  in  observation";    two  periods  a    week  in  conferences. 
Five  hours  credit.    First  semester. 

IX.  Observation  and  Conference  Course:  Continua- 
tion of  Course  VIII.    Second  semester. 

X.  Practice:  Teaching  under  sympathetic,  helpful 
guidance.  Each  student  has  entire  charge  of  a  class  in  the 
Training  School  for  a  period  daily.  Subject,  grade  and  de- 
partment may  be  changed  at  stated  intervals  under  the  ad- 
vice of  the  department.  Frequent  individual  and  group  con- 
ferences with  the  directing  teachers.  Daily  recitations. 
Five  hours  credit.    First  semester. 

XI.  Practice:  Continuation  of  Course  X.  Second 
semester. 

XII.  Elementary  Theory :  This  course  is  for  students 
working  for  the  Elementary  State  Certificate,  and  for  those 
who  are  preparing  to  take  the  examination  for  a  first  or 
second  grade  county,  or  state  certificate.  A  regular  text  is 
followed  together  with  reference  readings.  Five  hours  at- 
tendance. Five  hours  credit.  Second  semester.  (Also  ar- 
ranged for  summer  term.) 

XIII.  School  Hygiene :  A  regular  text  is  used,  but  the 
course  is  largely  one  of  assigned  readings,  references  and  re- 
ports, with  an  occasional  lecture,  the  following  being  among 
the  chief  topics : 

1.  Mental  hygiene,  including  the  physical  basis  of  fa- 
tigue tests  and  signs  of  fatigue,  proper  alterations  of  work 
and  rest,  home  study,  sleep,  and  nervousness. 

2.  The  hygiene  of  the  learning  process  in  reading,  spell- 
ing, writing,  drawing  and  other  subjects. 

3.  Health  inspection  and  children's  defects. 

4.  The  health  of  the  teacher. 

5.  The  care  of  the  school  building  and  other  school 
property.  Five  hours  attendance.  Two  and  one-half  hours 
credit.    Fourth  quarter.     Summer  term. 

XIV.    Rural  Sociology :    This  course  will  constitute  an 
inquiry  into  the  status  of  social  life  in  rural  communities, 
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and  the  various  institutions  through  which  this  life  finds 
expression.  The  social  center  idea  will  be  studied  with  the 
view  of  making  the  school  the  leader  or  at  least  the  source 
of  inspiration.    Second  semester.    Five  hours  credit. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  ENGLISH 

MISS  CLARK,  MR.  CLARK 

1.  American  Poetry:  Longfellow,  Bryant,  Whittier, 
Holmes,  Lowell,  Poe.  Supplementary  readings  in  prose  and 
poetry.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit.  First 
semester. 

2.  English  Grammer  and  Composition:  A  thorough 
course  in  the  fundamentals  of  sentence  structure  and  practi- 
cal composition.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit. 
First  semester.    Second  semester.    Summer  school. 

3.  Prose  Classics:  A  study  of  prose  classics  in  the 
short-story,  the  novel  and  in  public  addresses.  Works  of 
Poe,  Hawthorne,  Stevenson,  Lincoln,  Scott.  Five  hours  at- 
tendance.   Five  hours  credit.    Second  semester. 

4.  English  Composition  :,A  study  of  the  principles  of 
English  composition,  and  practice  in  the  writing  of  themes. 
Drills  and  exercises.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours 
credit.    First  semester.     Summer  school. 

5.  English  Interpretation :  A  study  of  selected  poems 
and  prose  with  reference  to  literary  elements.  Designed 
to  ground  pupils  in  the  essentials  of  literary  interpretation, 
and  elementary  technique.  Works  of  Scott,  Dickens,  Tenny- 
son. Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit.  Second 
semester. 

6.  Shakespeare:  "Macbeth,"  "Merchant  of  Venice," 
"Hamlet."  Written  exercises.  Readings  on  the  Elizabeth- 
stage,  the  life  and  times  of  Shakespeare.  Five  hours  attend- 
ance.   Five  hours  credit.    First  semester.    Summer  school. 

7  a.  Literary  Forms:  A  study  of  lyric  poetry  of  Milton, 
Burns,  Tennyson,  and  Browning ;  of  essays  of  Ruskin,  Car- 
lyle,  Lamb,  and  Emerson ;  of  Webster's  Bunker  Hill  orations  ; 
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and  of  Washington's  "Farewell  Address."  Library  readings. 
Designed  to  prepare  students  for  college  entrance  require- 
ments. Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit.  Second 
semester. 

8  a.  Theme- Writing :  A  study  of  the  practical  forms  of 
composition.  Designed  to  prepare  students  for  entrance  to 
freshman  rhetoric  classes  universities  and  advanced  colleges. 
Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit.  First  semester. 
Summer  school  as  required. 

7.  English  Literature :  An  extensive  study  of  typical 
and  important  literature  previous  to  the  nineteenth  century. 
Intensive  study  of  a  few  classics.  Library  readings.  Five 
hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit.  First  semester.  Sum- 
mer school,  alternate  years. 

8.  English  Literature:  A  study  of  the  best  literature 
of  the  nineteenth  and  twentieth  centuries.  Supplementary 
reading  of  essays  and  novels.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five 
hours  credit.  Second  semester.  Summer  school,  alternate 
years. 

9.  American  Literature:  A  general  survey  and  ex- 
tensive study  of  important  works.  An  intensive  study  of 
some  of  the  best  prose  and  poetry.  Library  readings.  Five 
hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit.  First  semester  as 
required. 

10.  Senior  Rhetoric:  A  study  of  rhetorical  principles 
in  sentence  structure  and  in  theme  writing.  Three  themes 
weekly.  Drills  and  exercises.  Debating.  Five  hours  attend- 
ance. Five  hours  credit.  Second  semester.  Summer  school 
as  required. 

12.  Advanced  Shakespeare:  "Othello,"  "Romeo  and 
Juliet,"  "Julius  Caesar,"  "Twelfth  Night,"  "As  You  Like  it," 
"Midsummer  Night's  Dream."  Library  readings.  Critical 
papers.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit.  Second 
semester  as  required.    Summer  school. 

13.  Juvenile  Literature:  A  study  of  the  best 
poetry,  stories,  and  books  for  the  school  room  and  for  sup- 
plementary reading.    Prices  and  editions  of  books  suitable 
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for  rural  and  graded  schools.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five 
hours  credit.  Second  semester.  Summer  school  as 
required. 

GEOGRAPHY 

MRS.  McLEAN 

I.  Physiography:  A  study  of  the  varying  structures 
and  functions  of  the  different  parts  of  the  earth.  Five  hours> 
attendance.    Five  hours  credit.    One  semester. 

II.  Industrial  Geography:  Survey  of  the  natural  re- 
sources and  their  conservation.  Especial  attention  is  given 
to  the  industries  which  should  be  emphasized  in  the  schools 
of  Nebraska.  Five  hours  attendance.  Two  and  one-half 
hours  credit.    One  quarter. 

III.  Commercial  Geography:  Studies  in  present 
conditions  in  the  commercial  world.  The  principles  which 
govern  production,  transportation  and  consumption  are 
studied.  Five  hours  attendance.  Two  and  one-half  hours 
credit.    One  quarter.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  GERMAN 

MISS  STECKELBERG 

I — II.  Elementary  Course :  A  careful  and  thorough 
study  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  language,  includ- 
ing pronunciation,  inflection,  sentence  structure  and  the  ac- 
quiring of  a  usable  vocabulary.  As  far  as  practicable,  Ger- 
man will  be  the  language  of  the  class-room.  Class-work  and 
easy  stories  are  made  the  basis  for  practice  in  understand- 
and  speaking  the  language.  First  and  second  semesters. 
Five  hours  attendance ;  five  hours  credit.  This  course  is  also 
offered  in  summer  school. 

Ill — IV.  Second  Year  German:  Reading  of  easy 
prose,  conversation,  grammar  and  composition.  The  texts 
are  chosen  from  the  following:  Holzwarth's  Gruss  aus 
Deutschland,  Bacon's  Im  Vaterland,  Storm's  Immensee,  In 
St.  Jurgen,  or  Pole  Poppenspaler,  Ecksteins  Besuch  im  Kar- 
zer,  Arnold's  Fritz  auf  Ferien,  Baumbach's  Der  Schweiger- 
sohn.  First  and  second  semesters.  Five  hours  attendance ; 
five  hours  credit.    Also  offered  in  summer  school. 

V — VI.  Third  Year  German :  Texts  studied  are  Suder- 
mann's  Frau  Sorge.  Freytag's  Die  Journalisten,  or  Heine's 
Harzreise,  and  Schiller's  Tell.  Rapid  reading  of  easy  prose. 
The  literary  significance  of  the  works  studied  and  the  es- 
sentials of  the  novel  and  of  dramatic  structure  are  brought 
out.  First  and  second  semesters.  Five  hours  attendance;* 
five  hours  credit. 

VII — VIII.  Conversational  German:  Prerequisite 
Courses  I — VI  inclusive.  This  course  is  given  for  those  who 
wish  additional  opportunity  for  practice  in  speaking  Ger- 
man. Stress  is  laid  upon  colloquial  and  common  every-day 
expressions  and  idioms.  Poems,  proverbs  and  short  stories 
are  discussed  and  memorized.  Assigned  readings  and  re- 
ports in  German.  Incidents  of  interest,  jokes,  and  stories 
are  related  as  a  part  of  the  class  work.  Texts  used,  are, 
Allen  and  Phillipson's  Easy  German  Conversation,  Fossler's 
material  for  German  Conversation  and  easy  stories.    First 
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and  second  semesters,  Five  hours  attendance,  five  hours 
credit.    This  course  is  given  in  summer  school. 

IX — X,  Introduction  to  German  Literature:  Select- 
ed works  of  Lessing,  Goethe,  and  Schiller  are  read  chiefly 
for  their  literary  significance.  A  survey  of  the  life  of  the 
author  and  library  readings  form  a  part  of  the  course.  In- 
terpretation, literary  form  and  structure  receive  careful  at- 
tention. Lessing's  Emilia  Galotti  or  minna  von  Barnhelm, 
Goethe's  Egmont,  Hermann  und  Dorothia  and  Iphigeme, 
Schiller's  Wallemstein,  and  the  shorter  poems  of  Schiller 
and  Goethe  including  das  Lied  der  Glocke  and  some  of  the 
best  known  of  Heine's  poems  are  read.  First  and  second 
semesters.    Five  hours  attendance ;  five  hours  credit. 

XL  Teachers  Course:  A  special  course  for  advanced 
students  who  contemplate  teaching  German  before  continu- 
ing their  study  of  the  language  and  for  teachers  of  German. 
It  includes  a  study  of  the  principles  underlying  the  teaching 
of  German,  a  -survey  of  methods,  the  reading  and  discussion 
of  some  leading  pedagogical  works  on  the  subject,  elemen- 
tary phonetics,  grammar  review  and  practice-teaching. 
Summer  school.    Double  period  daily.    Five  hours  credit. 

HISTORY 

MR.  WILSON 

I.  Eastern  Nations  and  Greece:  A  brief  review  of 
essential  things  in  the  history  of  Egypt  and  of  the  nations 
of  Western  Asia  is  followed  by  a  general  survey  of  Greek 
history.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit.  First 
semester. 

II.  Rome:  A  general  survey  of  Roman  history  from 
the  earliest  times  to  the  death  of  Charlemagne.  Five  hours 
attendance.    Five  hours  credit.    Second  semester. 

III.  History  of  the  United  States:  A  general  survey 
of  the  history  of  our  country  preparatory  to  teaching  it  in 
the  elementary  schools  of  Nebraska.  First  and  second  se- 
mesters. Summer  session.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five 
hours  credit. 
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IV.  English  History :  A  general  survey  of  English 
history  from  the  earliest  times  to  the  present  day.  Five 
hours  attendance.    Five  hours  credit.    First  semester. 

V.  American  Nationalism :  A  study  of  the  develop- 
ment of  national  unity  in  the  United  States.  After  a  brief 
review  of  the  influences  in  Colonial  and  Revolutionary  his- 
tory that  tended  toward  unity,  a  study  is  made  of  the  period 
extending  from  1787  to  1870. 

VI.  Western  Development :  A  study  of  the  develop- 
ment of  the  west  and  its  relationship  to  our  national  growth. 
The  period  included  extends  from  the  beginning  of  the  west- 
ward movement  of  population  at  the  close  of  the  Revolution- 
ary war  to  the  present  time.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five 
hours  credit. 

VII.  Civil  Government:  A  general  survey  of  local, 
state  and  national  government.  First  semester.  Summer 
session.    Five  hours  attendance.     Five  hours  credit. 

VIII.  Recent  Development  in  American  Democracy: 
The  tendency  in  recent  times  in  America  has  been  to  give  the 
people  more  direct  influence  in  political  affairs,  to  equalize 
economic  and  social  opportunities  to  conserve  our  natural 
resources  and  to  give  a  higher  tone  to  our  national  life.  In 
this  course  a  survey  is  made  of  this  phase  of  our  history. 
Five  hours  attendance.    Five  hours  credit. 

IX.  Sociology.  A  general  survey  of  the  subject  with 
especial  reference  to  present  conditions.  Five  hours  attend- 
ance.   Five  hours  credit. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  LATIN 

MISS  STECKELBERG 

I — II  Elementary  Latin:  This  course  is  designed  to 
lay  a  firm  foundation  for  foreign-language  study.  The  prin- 
ciples of  pronunciation,  declension,  and  conjugation  are 
carefully  developed  and  emphasized.  The  cultivation  of  a 
feeling  for  the  force  and  function  of  case,  tense,  and  mood  is 
kept  constantly  in  mind.    Special  attention  is  given  to  the 
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acquisition  of  a  working  vocabulary,  through  the  ear  as 
well  as  through  the  eye,  and  to  English  derivaties. 
D'Ooge's  Latin  for  Beginners  is  the  text  used.  First  and 
second  semesters.  Five  hours  attendance ;  five  hours  credit 
each  semester.  This  course  will  also  be  offered  in  summer 
school. 

HI — II.  Caesar:  Caesar's  Commentaries  on  the  Gal- 
lic war  to  the  extent  of  four  books  or  their  equivalent  will 
be  read.  One  period  weekly  will  be  devoted  to  composition. 
Work  in  grammar,  constructions,  and  composition  will  fol- 
low in  general  the  outlines  given  in  the  Nebraska  High 
School  Manual.  Sight  translation  is  practiced  regularly. 
First  and  second  semesters.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five 
hours  credit  each  semester.  This  course  will  also  be  offered 
in  summer  school. 

V — VI.  Cicero:  Six  orations  or  their  equivalent. 
This  will  include  one  or  two  orations  against  Catiline,  the 
Manilian  Law,  and  the  Defense  of  Archias;  the  remainder 
of  the  work  is  chosen  from  other  orations  and  selected  let- 
ters. Social  and  political  customs  and  conditions  bearing 
upon  the  subject  matter  will  receive  attention.  Regular 
practice  in  sight  reading.  Composition  one  period  weekly. 
First  and  second  semesters.  Five  hours  attendance;  five 
hours  credit,  given  alternately  with  VII — VIII. 

VII — VIII.  Vergil:  Six  books  are  read.  This  course 
serves  as  an  introduction  to  Latin  poetry  and  as  such,  aims 
to  make  the  student  comprehend  and  feel  the  essential 
difference  between  Latin  prose  and  Latin  poetry.  To  that 
end,  the  study  of  metrical  form  and  diction  is  kept  ever  in 
mind.  Prosody,  poetic  constructions,  figures  of  speech,  in- 
terpretation of  characters  and  theme,  and  the  influence  of 
this  masterpiece  upon  English  poetry  as  well  as  the  rich 
background  of  mythology  receive  careful  consideration. 
First  and  second  semesters.  Five  hours  attendance;  five 
hours  credit  each  semester.     (Not  given  in  1916-1917.) 

Other  courses  will  be  offered  in  this  department  if  t).ere 
is  a  demand  for  them. 
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LIBRARY 

MISS  HARRIS,  LIBRARIAN 

The  library  consists  of  nearly  three  thousand  volumes. 
This  number  is  made  up  of  the  best  encyclopedias,  diction- 
aries and  general  reference  books,  together  with  many  other 
books  for  the  use  of  the  various  departments.  Study  tables 
are  provided  for  those  who  wish  to  use  the  library  for  study. 
Seventy  periodicals,  consisting  of  the  best  general  maga- 
zines and  some  of  the  best  along  educational  lines,  are  re- 
ceived at  the  library  and  placed  where  students  may  con- 
veniently use  them.  One  hundred  and  thirty  volumes  of 
bound  magazines  have  been  added  this  year  to  our  collection 
and  a  periodical  index  makes  their  material  available. 

MANUAL  TRAINING 

I.  Bench  work  is  given  to  all  pupils  in  the  model  school 
being  with  the  fifth  grade.  The  course  is  correlated  as 
far  as  possible  with  the  other  work  of  the  grades  with  es- 
pecial emphasis  on  accurate  construction  and  production  of 
useful  articles. 


RURAL  TEACHERS  AT  WORK  IN  MANUAL  TRAINING  ROOM 
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II.  The  teachers'  course  is  designed  primarily  to  fur- 
nish prospective  rural  teachers  a  working  knowledge  of  the 
subject.  A  thorough  understanding  of  the  possibilities  of 
bench  work  is  brought  about  through  the  construction  of 
models  which,  while  embodying  the  vital  principles  of  con- 
struction are  furthermore  useful  as  projects  in  the  one  room 
rural  school. 

The  motive  which  underlies  the  course  is  to  produce  in 
the  mind  of  the  teacher  a  vital  interest  in  the  work  which 
will  enable  her  the  better  to  make  it  a  success  in  her  school. 
The  standards  of  workmanship  are  high  and  careful  work 
is  insisted  upon. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  many  useful  articles  of 
furniture  are  constructed.  The  materials  used  are,  for  the 
most  part,  white  pine,  poplar  and  oak.  The  course  in- 
cludes a  working  knowledge  of  mechanical  drawing,  furni- 
ture design,  selection  of  lumber,  making  out  bills  of  mater- 
ial, wood  finishing  and  interior  decoration. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MATHEMATICS 

MISS  PAINE 

The  courses  in  mathematics  have  been  arranged  with 
a  two-fold  object  in  view.  First,  that  the  future  teachers 
may  have  such  discipline  in  mathematics  and  such  knowl- 
edge of  proper  and  accepted  methods  as  will  make  their 
teaching  of  mathematics  more  effective;  second,  that  the 
student  planning  more  advanced  work  in  mathematics  may 
be  prepared  to  enter  any  course  requiring  special  mathe- 
matical preparation. 

I.  Arithmetic:  Accuracy  and  speed  in  the  solution  of 
problems,  careful  analyses  and  accuracy  of  statements  con- 
stitute the  aim  of  this  course.  Various  classes  in  the  review 
of  arithmetic  will  be  organized  each  semester.  For  the 
benefit  of  those  attending  only  during  the  winter  months,  a 
class  may  be  organized  about  November  15  to  continue 
until  March  1. 
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II.  Algebra  I:  This  course  is  arranged  for  those  who 
have  had  no  mathematics  above  arithmetic  and  extends 
through  factoring.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours 
credit.     First  semester. 

III.  Algebra  II:  This  course  is  a  continuation  of  Al- 
gebra I.  It  consists  of  fractions,  simultaneous  equations, 
involution,  evolution  and  the  more  simple  of  quadratic 
equations.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit.  Sec- 
ond semester. 

IV.  Algebra  III:  This  course  is  a  continuation  of  Al- 
gebra II.  It  consists  of  theory  of  exponents ;  radicals ;  pure, 
affected  and  simultaneous  quadratics  and  logarithms. 
•Graphs  are  studied  in  connection  with  the  quadratic  equa- 
tions. Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit.  First 
semester. 

V.  Geometry  I:  Plane  Geometry.  Books  I  and  II. 
The  aim  of  the  courses  in  geometry  is  to  develop  the 
.ability  to  reason  clearly  and  logically.  A  large  amount  of 
original  problems  and  construction  is  introduced  to  develop 
originality  of  thought  and  to  discourage  the  memorizing  of 
.demonstrations.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit. 
First  semester. 

VI.  Geometry  II:  Plane  Geometery  completed.  Books 
III,  IV,  and  V.  Since  this  course  deals  with  similar  figures 
and  areas,  practical  problems  are  introduced.  Lectures  on 
the  history  and  development  of  geometry  are  given  during 
this  course.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit. 
Second  semester. 

VII.  Geometry  III:  Solid  Geometry.  Books  VI,  VII, 
and  VIII.  In  this  course,  stress  is  laid  upon  visualization  of 
solids,  rigid  demonstrations  of  theorem  and  a  thorough 
familiarity  with  the  formulae  for  the  various  areas  and 
volumes.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit.  Sec- 
ond semester. 

VIII.  College  Algebra:  A  thorough  knowledge  of  Al- 
gebra III  is  a  prerequisite  in  this  course.  It  is  arranged  to 
:meet  the  needs  of  the  student  who  will    continue  work  in 
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mathematics  or  who  will  engage  in  the  study  of  other  arts 
or  sciences  requiring  an  ability  to  manipulate  intricate 
equations.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit.  First 
semester. 

IX.  Trigonometry :  A  thorough  knowledge  of  Algebra 
III  is  a  prerequisite  in  this  course.  It  includes  a  careful  de- 
duction of  trigonometrical  formulae,  a  study  of  logarithms, 
the  solution  of  problems  involving  triangles  and  a  consider- 
able amount  of  field  work.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five 
hours  credit.    First  semester. 

X.  Analytic  Geometry:  This  course  includes  a  thor- 
ough drill  in  co-ordinates,  the  application  of  the  exponential 
and  trigonometric  functions,  the  studying  of  these  functions 
by  their  graphs,  and  a  drill  in  the  employment  of  analytic 
methods.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit.  Sec- 
ond semester. 

XI.  Calculus:  This  course  includes  both  differential 
and  integral  calculus.  Five  hours  attendance.  Five  hours 
credit.    Second  semester. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MUSIC 

MISS  SWEDBERG 

In  the  music  department  thorough  and  systematic  in- 
struction is  offered' in  piano,  public  school  music,  harmony, 
theory,  history  of  music  and  sight  reading.  A  junior  and 
senior  recital  in  either  voice  or  piano  is  required  before 
graduation. 

VOICE  DEPARTMENT 

While  a  regular  course  is  outlined  in  voice  work,  it  is 
largely  to  indicate  the  grade  of  difficulty  rather  than  the 
specific  studies  required.  The  needs  of  each  individual  voice 
are  very  carefully  considered,  the  work  adaptd  to  the  par- 
ticular needs  in  each  case,  and  the  studies  varied  according- 
ly. Graduates  in  voice  are  required  to  have  passed  the  third 
course  in  piano  and  have  completed    the  work  in    theory, 
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harmony,  sight  reading  and  musical  history.  They  are 
also  required  to  give  a  public  recital  during  the  junior  and 
senior  year. 

Course  I:  Principles  of  singing:  relaxation,  breathing 
and  tone  placing,  ease  of  production,  and  refinement  of  tone. 
Vocalises,  Sieber  and  Concone.    Songs,  easy  grade. 

Course  II :  Technical  work,  continuation  of  first  year's 
work.  Ease  of  production,  quality  of  tone,  range  and  power, 
attention  given  to  formation  of  correct  habits.  Vocalises,  in 
addition  to  material  course  I,  Marchesi.  Songs,  second 
grade,  selected  from  best  composers. 

Course  III :  Advance  studies  in  flexibility  and  velocity. 
Discrimination  to  particular  needs  of  the  voice  under  care, 
taken  in  selecting  vocalises.  Songs,  English,  Italian,  and 
German. 

Course  IV :  Advanced  studies  in  vocalization,  phrasing, 
and  interpretation.  Songs,  English,  Italian,  and  German, 
classics  and  modern,  oratorio  and  opera  arias. 

HARMONY 

Harmony  treats  of  the  principles  underlying  all  musi- 
cal study — dictation,  melody  writing,  counterpoint,  music 
form  and  analysis.    Two  hours  credit. 
History  of  Music 

This  course  treats  of  music  from  primitive  times  to 
the  present,  following  the  development  of  the  people,  in- 
struments and  schools.  Students  do  research  work  and  re- 
port to  the  instructor  the  results  in  writing.  One  day.  Two 
hours  credit. 

Chorus 

Special  chorus  work  is  given  in  chapel  and  glee  clubs. 
Songs  by  best  composers  are  used. 

Sight  Singing 

The  work  in  this  class  is  done  individually.  Simplest 
phrases  are  sung  at  first  so  that  anyone  can  study  this  sub- 
ject. The  phrases  gradually  increase  in  difficulty  and  part 
work  is  taken  up  still  to  be  done  individually. 
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Public  School  Music 

Course  I:  This  course  especially  meets  the  needs  of 
the  teacher.  The  first  year's  work  covers  the  following: 
Rudiments  of  music,  ear  training,  sight  singing.  Second 
semester,  methods  of  teaching  music  in  kindergarten., 
grades  I  to  VIII,  high  school  and  rural  school. 

Course  II:  Work  offered  in  this  course  is  as  follows^ 
Harmony,  sight  singing,  methods.  Opportunity  for  individ- 
ual teaching  is  given  under  direct  supervision  of  the  music 
director  and  problems  are  worked  out  by  the  class.  Chorus 
conducting  is  emphasized.  Class  five  days.  Two  hours 
credit. 

Pupils  must  finish,  besides  subjects  mentioned  in 
Courses  I  and  II,  history  of  music,  two  semesters  of  glee 
club  work,  second  course  in  voice,  second  course  in  piano  for 
completion  in  public  school  music  course. 

PIANOFORTE 

MISS  SWEDBERG 

It  is  especially  necessary  in  a  school  where  music  is  a 
department  only  that  consideration  is  taken  of  the  aim  for 
which  the  student  is  studying,  and  for  this  reason  special 
effort  will  be  made  to  adapt  the  instruction  to  the  needs  of 
each  pupil.  A  course  is  pursued  which  will  develop  as 
equally  as  possible  the  intellectual,  the  emotional  and  the 
technical  abilities  of  the  student.  Memorization  of  pieces 
and  studies  is  required  and  opportunity  given  for  all  who 
are  capable  of  so  doing  to  play  on  public  and  student  recitals. 
Students  who  are  studying  with  the  intention  of  specializ- 
ing in  music  are  urged  from  the  beginning  to  study  with 
the  idea  of  giving  an  entire  recital  from  memory  when 
sufficiently  advanced. 

The  course  in  technic  necessarily  cannot  be  the  same 
for  any  two  pupils,  but  the  following  is  an  outline  of  the 
course : 

Exercise  for  the  training  of  fingers,  hands  and  arm. 
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Scales  in  octaves,  thirds,  sixths  and  tenths,  and  arpeg- 
gois  in  different  degrees  of  velocity  and  accentuation. 

Exercises  for  acquiring  staccato,  legato  and  portamento 
touches. 

Pedal  studies  by  Arthur  Whiting  and  Albino  Gorno. 

School  of  Octaves,  Kullak ;  Heller  Studies  Op.  45,  46,  47. 

Czerny,  Schools  of  Velocity  and  Finger  Dexterity. 

Compositions  from  the  classic,  romantic,  and  modern 
composers  are  selected  and  studied  so  as  to  the  best  develop 
an  appreciation  and  interpretation  of  the  masters. 

All  students  in  the  pianoforte  department  are  urged  to 
study  the  theory  of  music  and  harmony,  for  they  will  be- 
come broader  and  better  musicians  by  doing  so. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  HOME  ECONOMICS 

MISS  DELZELL 

1st  Semester. 
Cookery  I. 

a.  Food  Study:  3  periods  per  week.  General  Study 
of  the  5  food  principles  water,  mineral  matter,  carbohy- 
drates, fats  and  proteid.  Study  of  selection  of  food  ma- 
terials as  to  sources  of  supply,  production  and  manufac- 
ture, quality,  composition,  digestibility,  nutritive  value  and 
place  in  the  diet. 

b.  Food  Preparation :  4  periods  per  week.  Practice 
in  the  cookery,  processes  used  in  the  management  of  fruits, 
nuts,  vegetables,  cereals,  starches,  sugar  preparations,  bev- 
erages, milk  and  cheese. 

2nd  Semester. 
Cookery  II. 

Continuation  of  first  semesters  work  in  food  study  and 
preparation. 
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Practice  given  in  cookery  processes  used  in  manage- 
ment of  doughs,  batters,  flours,  pastry,  meat,  fish,  fats  and 
oils,  eggs  and  frozen  dishes. 

Brief  study  of  food  legislation. 

Cookery  III. 

Study  of  Table  Service,  and  preparing  and  serving  of 
meals  at  a  stated  cost  per  plate. 
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RURAL  TEACHERS  IN  HOME  ECONOMICS  CLASS 


HOUSEHOLD  ARTS 

This  course  has  been  organized  primarily  for  the  pur- 
pose of  teaching  the  fundamental  principles  of  Domestic 
Science  and  Domestic  Art  to  those  who  are  preparing  to 
teach  in  the  rural  schools,  and  to  show  how  this  work  may- 
be adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  one-room  rural  school. 
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The  course  is  divided  into  three  parts. 

A.  Elementary  Work  in  Foods  and  Cookery:  This 
study  aims  to  give  a  training  in  manipulation  and  a  good 
working  knowledge  of  common  foods  and  the  principles  of 
plain  cooking. 

Interesting  and  valuable  facts  concerning  the  history, 
manufacture,  and  commercial  value  of  the  principal  food 
products  are  studied. 

Practical  work  is  given  in  the  preparation  of  fruits, 
vegetables,  cereals,  flour  mixtures,  meats,  eggs,  milk — care 
of  dining-room  and  table  setting  and  serving. 

B.  Hand-Sewing. 

Plain  stitches  as  blanket-stitch,  basting,  running,  hem- 
ming, cross  and  chain-stitch,  back-stitching,  stitching,  darn- 
ing overhanding  and  etc — with  their  practical  application 
in  the  making  of  articles  which  can  be  made  by  children  in 
the  different  grades  of  the  rural  school. 

Each  student  is  required  to  keep  a  note-book  in  which 
is  kept  model  of  each  stitch,  its  uses  and  rules  for  making. 
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In  connection  with  the  work  in  serving  a  brief  textile 
study  is  made  of  the  production,  manufacture  and  uses  of 
the  vegetable  and  animal  fibers,  cotton,  flax,  wool  and  silk. 

C.  Planning  Suitable  Courses  of  Lessons:  Sugges- 
tions for  simple  equipment  and  for  the  serving  of  hot  lun- 
ches in  rural  schools.  Demonstrations  with  pupils  of  the 
model  school  and  the  making  of  lesson  plans. 

Household  Management. 

Study  of  the  development  and  organization  of  the  home. 
Detailed  study  of  individual  rooms,  their  equipment  and 
care. 

Thorough  study  of  cleaning  and  of  cleaning  agents: 
Comparative  study  of  tools  and  utensils  for  cleaning,  based 
or  utility,  care  and  cost. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PHYSICAL  SCIENCE 

MR.  PHILPOTT 
PHYSICS 

I.  Elements  of  Physics:  (Prerequisite,  one  year  of 
Algebra  and  one  semester  of  Plane  Geometry.)  Properties 
of  matter,  mechanics  of  fluids,  mechanics  of  solids,  and 
sound.  Five  hours  attendance:  four  hours  laboratory. 
Five  hours  credit. 

II.  Elements  of  Physics:  Continuation  of  Course  I. 
Light,  heat,  magnetism  and  electricity.  Five  hours  attend- 
ance: four  hours  laboratory.     Five  hours  credit. 

III.  General  and  Experimental  Physics:  (Prerequi- 
site, Courses  I  and  II  or  their  equivalent,  also  this  course 
should  be  preceded  or  accompanied  by  a  course  in  Plane 
Trigonometry.)  Mechanics  and  heat  .  Five  hours  attend- 
ance: six  hours  laboratory.     Five  hours  credit. 

IV.  General  and  Experimental  Physics:  Continua- 
tion of  Course  III.  Electricity,  sound,  and  light.  Five  hours 
attendance:  six  hours  laboratory.     Five  hours  credit. 

V.  Physical  Problems:  This  course  may  be  elected 
in  conjunction  with  course  III.    It  is  especially  designed  for

students  who  are  preparing  to  teach.  Special  attention  is 
given  to  the  solution  of  illustrative  problems.  Three  hours 
attendance.    Three  hours  credit. 

VI.  Physical  Problems:  Continuation  of  Course  V. 
Three  hours  attendance.     Three  hours  credit. 

VII.  Methods  Employed  in  Teaching  High  School  Phy- 
sics: (Prerequisite,  Courses  III  and  IV.)  Selection  of 
equipment,  supplies,  and  apparatus  for  class  room  and  lab- 
oratory under  various  conditions.  Selections  of  appropri- 
ate laboratory  exercises.  Relation  of  laboratory  work  to 
class  recitation.  Selection  of  text  and  reference  books. 
Three  periods  lecture  and  recitation.    Three  credits. 

VIII.  Methods  Employed  in  Teaching  High  School 
Physics:  This  course  should  be  taken  in  conjunction  with 
Course  VII,  or  following  it.)  Actual  practice  teaching  in 
both  class  and  laboratory  work,  including  a  submission  of 
plans  outlining  methods  of  procedure;  laboratory  adminis- 
tration; and  review  of  papers.  Two  periods  conference. 
Six  periods  laboratory.  Four  periods  teaching.  Four 
credits. 

IX.  A  Review  Course  in  Elementary  Physics:  Pre- 
pares for  the  state  examination.     Summer  session. 

CHEMISTRY 

I.  General  and  Inorganic  Chemistry:  This  course  is 
an  introduction  to  the  fundamental  principles  of  chemistry. 
It  includes  a  study  of  the  non-metallic  elements.  This 
course  should  be  elected  by  all  students  who  expect  to  do 
advanced  work  in  Domestic  Science.  Four  hours  lecture 
and  recitation,  six  hours  laboratory.    Five  hours  credit. 

II.  General  and  Inorganic  Chemistry:  (Prerequisite, 
Course  I.)  Continuation  of  Course  I.  Especial  attention  is 
given  to  the  metallic  elements.  Four  periods  lecture  and 
recitation.    Six  periods  laboratory.    Five  credits. 

III.  Qualitative  Analysis:  (Prerequisite,  Courses  I 
and  II  or  their  equivalent.)  A  brief  review  of  Courses  I  and 
II.    Study  of  the  separation  and  detection  of  the  common 
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bases.    Solution  being  tested  for  all  of  the  ordinary  metals. 
Ten  periods  recitation  and  laboratory.    Five  credits. 

IV.  Qualitative  Analysis:  (Prerequisite,  Course  III.) 
Detection  of  the  acids.  Testing  solution  and  solid  unknowns 
for  all  of  the  ordinary  metals  and  acids.  Ten  periods  recita- 
tion and  laboratory.    Five  credits. 

V.  General  Organic  Chemistry  (Prerequisite, 
Course  IV.)  Four  periods  lecture  and  recitation.  Six  per- 
iods laboratory.    Five  credits. 

VI.  General  Organic  Chemistry..  .(Prerequisite, 
Course  V.)  Four  periods  lecture  and  recitation.  Six  periods 
laboratory.    Five  credits. 

VII.  Methods  Employed  in  Teaching  High  School 
Chemistry:  (Prerequisites,  Course  IV.)  Selection  of 
equipm-  Tit  supplies,  and  apparatus  for  'lass  room  and  labor- 
atory under  various  conditions.  Selection  of  appropriate 
laboratory  exercises.  Relation  of  laboratory  work  to  class 
recitation.  Selection  of  text  and  reference  books.  Three 
peiiods  lecture  and  recitation.    Three  credits 

VIII.  Methods  Employed  in  Teaching  High  School 
Chemistry:  (This  course  should  be  taken  in  conjunction 
with  Courses  VII,  or  following  it.)  Actual  practice  teach- 
ing in  both  class  and  laboratory  work,  including  a  submis- 
sion of  plans  outlining  methods  of  procedure,  laboratory  ad- 
ministration, and  review  of  papers.  Two  periods  conference. 
Six  periods  laboratory.  Four  periods  teaching.  Four 
credits. 

READING  AND  EXPRESSION, 

MRS.  McLEAN 

In  both  semesters  and  in  the  summer  term,  a  course  in 
reading  is  offered,  covering  the  requirements  of  the  county 
Uacher's  examination,  and  in  addition  thereto,  giving  the 
student  a  grasp  of  the  subject  from  the  viewpoint  of  teach- 
ing. A  study  of  texts  and  their  comparative  excellences 
will  be  included  in  this  course.     This  course  will  also  ex 
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tend  and  enforce  the  methods  given  in  the  practice  school 
work.  The  work  in  expression  will  give  the  student  the 
power  to  interpret  and  express  the  thoughts  of  great  liter- 
ary masterpieces,  hence,  it  will  involve  an  extension  of  the 
interpretation  begun  in  reading  and  will  include  also  ele- 
mentary voice  culture. 

Reading  I:  Study  of  principles  of  reading  with  refer- 
ence to  the  work  in  the  public  schools.  Five  hours  attend- 
ance. Five  hours  credit.  First  and  second  semester  and 
summer  school. 

Expression  Ir  Interpretative  study  of  literature. 
Bodily  expression  including  gesture,  voice  culture.  Five 
hours  attendance.  Five  hours  credit.  Second  semester. 
Summer  term. 

Expression  II:  Study  of  masterpieces  of  four  great 
types  of  literature.  Voice  culture  repertoire.  Five  hours 
attendance.  Five  hours  credit.  Second  semester.  Summer 
term. 

COUNTY  CERTIFICATE  COURSES 

Each  semester,  there  will  be  offered  a  course  in  each  of 
the  five  essentials — arithmetic,  geography,  grammar,  his- 
tory and  readying,  in  order  that  students  may  have  an 
opportunity  to  prepare  for  the  county  examination. 

BACHELOR  OF  EDUCATION  DEGREE 

In  order  to  meet  this  demand  and  also  to  meet  the  de- 
mand for  a  longer  preparation  for  high  school  teachers,  the 
college  and  professional  courses  were  extended  in  1905  to 
cover  four  full  years  beyond  twelve  year  high  schools. 

On  the  completion  of  this  course  the  student  receives 
the  degree,  Bachelor  of  Education. 

TELEGRAPHY  COURSE 

Students  in  the  Normal  may  secure  a  course  in  tele- 
graphy by  affiliating  with  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  of  Chadron.  The 
course  in  telegraphy  is  one  of  the  most  practical  courses  of 
its  kind  offered  any  place. 
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CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION 

The  Young  Men's  and  Young  Women's  Christian  Asso- 
ciation are  volunteer  organizations  which  foster  a  whole- 
some spirit  of  good  fellowship  in  the  Student  body.  These 
are  affiliated  with  the  respective  state  organizations,  which 
are  parts  of  the  world-wide  Christian  movement  for  young 
men  and  young  women.  Each  association  holds  weekly 
meetings,  carries  on  the  group  Bible  Study  work,  and  plans 
occasional  socials  for  the  school. 

The  Chadron  Normal  Young  Men's  Christian  Associa- 
tion was  organized  April  20,  1916.  Its  purpose  is  to  pro- 
mote higher  ideals  of  christian  living  among  the  young  men 
in  the  school,  work  for  a  standard  of  clean  athletics,  pro- 
mote good  fellowship  among  the  students,  and  interest 
them  in  definite  religious  and  social  work  for  their  fellow- 
men,  both  among  the  students  and  throughout  the  world. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES 

The  Alice  Freeman  Palmer  Society  consists  of  thirty 
young  women  from  the  advanced  classes  whose  purpose  is 
to  maintain  a  literary  society  of  excellent  worth  and  to  give 
its  members  practice  in  the  features  of  an  organization  that 
is  purely  academic  and  social.  The  meetings  are  held  bi- 
weekly and  open  meetings  occur  frequently  throughout  the 
year.  It  is  the  aim  of  this  society  to  keep  in  close  touch 
with  the  activities  of  the  school  and  to  support  and  en- 
courage all  of  the  lines  of  college  interest  and  life.  It  was 
organized  the  first  year  of  the  Normal  and  has  had  a  full 
and  vigorous  membership  continuously,  numbering  many 
of  our  most  prominent  and  active  alumnae. 

THE  SENIOR  LITERARY  AND  DEBATING  SOCIETY 

Membership  in  this  society  is  open  to  any  student  of 
good  standing  who  has  70  hours  or  more  of  work  to  his 
credit  on  the  books  of  the  institution.  Meetings  are  held 
in  the  assembly  room  every  other  Friday  evening.  The  pro- 
grams consist  of  debates  and  of  literary  and  musical  num- 
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bers.    The  society  affords  an  excellent  opportunity  for  de- 
velopment in  the  field  covered  by  its  activities. 

THE  DORMITORY 

The  Dormitory  of  the  Chadron  State  Normal  is  a  new, 
fire-proof  building-  most  pleasing  as  to  architecture  and  in 
the  planning  of  same  nothing  has  been  ommitted  which 
could  further  add  to  the  comfort  of  the  young  women. 

The  rooms  which  are  all  outside  ones  are  steam  heated, 
electric  lighted  and  are  equipped  with  hot  and  cold  water 
lavoratories.  All  rooms  are  furnished  with  beds  on  sanitary 
cots,  two  blankets,  two  chairs,  one  rocking  chair,  and  stu- 
dents table,  dresser  and  rug.  Students  are  asked  to  fur- 
nish bed  linen,  spread,  an  additional  comfort,  towels,  cur- 
tains, napkins  and  such  articles  as  they  wish  for  the  adorn- 
ment of  the  room. 

The  prices  are  most  reasonable.  The  corner  and  largest 
rooms  are  $6.00  a  month,  and  those  on  third  ll  >or  are  $4.00 
a  month.  Smaller  rooms  are  $4.80  a  month.  It  is  the  gen- 
eral rule  for  two  to  occupy  a  room,  this  lessening  the  ex- 
pense item.  No  student  is  permitted  to  occupy  a  room  alone 
unless  she  pays  double  rent  and  this  privilege  cannot  be 
granted  in  case  the  room  is  needed  to  accommodate  an  ad- 
ditional student. 

A  deposit  fee  of  two  dollars  is  required  on  the  assign- 
ment of  each  room  as  a  guarantee  of  good  faith  and  will 
not  be  refunded  in  case  the  room  is  not  claimed.  At  the 
end  of  the  year,  or  when  the  room  is  surrendered,  this  de- 
posit will  be  returned.  Rooms  are  not  to  be  surrendered, 
after  being  occupied,  unless  for  good  and  sufficient  reason. 

Table  board  is  $3.00  a  week,  the  rate  fixed  upon  by  the 
Normal  Schools  of  Nebraska.  No  allowance  is  made  for 
meals  missed  except  in  sickness  or  enforced  absence  from 
school. 
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Wash  room  facilities  are  provided.  A  nominal  charge 
of  five  cents  an  hour  is  made  for  use  of  wash  room  and  elec- 
tric iron. 

Attention  is  given  the  general  health  of  the  young  wo- 
men and  to  this  end  simple  medicinal  remedies  are  offered 
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by  the  courtesy  of  the  Faculty  Club.    Tennis  court  adjacent 
to  the  Dormitory  offer  physical  exercise. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  make  the  Dormitory  attractive 
and  homelike  and  to  emphasize  those  things  which  make  for 
well  rounded  womanhood.

A  certified  rooming  list  is  kept  and  new  students  upon 
arrival  at  Chadron  are  requested  to  go  to  the  office  to  secure 
assignment.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  secure  pleasant 
and  satisfactory  accommodations  for  everyone.
